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Continuation of 3. NOTE: In the remarks, Applicant(s) argued in substance that A) Page 5, lines 8-34 of the specification and figures 5-7 
support the limitations as rejected in 1 12, first paragraph rejection. In reply to argument A, page 5, lines 8-34 of the specification and 
figures 5-7 would support the limitation "concatenating the generated file signature code and the electronic signatures generated from 
each of said structural element" as cited in independent claims 1 ,5, and 10. However, the same cited passage does not support the 
limitation "generating a file signature code by encrypting said document as a whole". Therefore, Examiner's still maintained the 112, First 
Paragraph rejection for the limitation. B) Karjoth does not teach or suggest "setting a depth code designating a level of the tree structure 
at which said electronic signatures are to be generated". In reply to argument B, Karjoth discloses computing the hash component of the 
tree beginning at depth d and proceeding the root at depth 0 such as forming the hashes for the leaves at level d, and then the hash 
values at level d-1 and so on towards to root, and then the application provider AP signs the hash tree at the root node and assigns its 
signature (pages 4-5, paragraphs [0060]-[0064]). C) There is no motivation to combine Karjoth with Fischer, Serret-Avila and Serret- 
Avila2. In reply to argument C, applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that 
obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there 
is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to 
one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 
USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the motivation to combine the teachings of Karjoth and Fischer, Serret-Avila and Serre- 
Avila2 is to include setting a depth code designating a level of the tree structure in order to calculate the hash value of the tree at the root 
and assign a signature to the hash value of the tree. 

Applicants' amendments to claims 1 , 5 and 10 would change scope of these claims, and thus further consideration and/or search are 
required. 
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
